s there is no Author, and ng 
WH Title prefixed to this Pſalm, fo 
ic is difficult to tell either upon 
= what Occaſion, or by whom it 
was wrote; but as the Matter 
of it does for the moſt part agree with the 
Perſon and Hiſtory of David, ſo it is gene- 


rally allowed by Interpreters to have been a 


Pſalm of David, and to have been compoſed 

and ſung upon ſome grand Solemnity; ſuch 

as his being advanced to the Kingdom of I/ 
7 


y B rael, 
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rael, or his Conqueſt over the Philiſtines, or 
his bringing the Ark of God, and fixing it at 
Feruſalem. (Not but that there are in this 
ſalm, eſpecially towards the latter End, 
ſome things which ſeem to be utter'd by way 
of Prophecy, and to carry along with them 
a typical Deſcription of the future Exaltation 
and glorious Triumph of the Meſſiah over all 
his Enemies.) N 41424 

BuT whoever was the Author, and what- 
ever the primary Occaſion and Deſign of this 
Pfalm, thus much appears from the Pſalm it 
ſelf, that the Author of it had been ſubject 
to very great Perſecutions, Afflictions, and 
Dangers; that the Lord, in whom he truſt- 
ed, had not ſuffer d thoſe Perſecutions to pre- 
vail againſt him, had turned his Afflictions 
into Joy, and diſſipated and diſpelled all his 
Dangers: From whence he proceeds to men- 
tion and enlarge upon the Obligations he was 
under, of making great, publick and ſolemn 
Acknowledgments of the divine Power and 
Goodneſs, and to call upon all Orders and 
Degrees of Men to praiſe, magnify and adore 
the God of his Salvation. 1 

Tre Words of my Text are, as it were, 
an Epitome of the whole Pſalm, and there- 
fore well deſerve a more eſpecial Conſidera- 
tion. 

TE Lord hath chaſtened me ſore. The 
word Chaſtened is twice mention'd in the He- 
brew, which is always a Token of a very in- 

| tenſe

tenſe and emphatical Signification. Thus 
God tells Abraham, In bleſſing, I will ble, 
thee; and in multiplys ing, I will multiply thy 


feed. And ſo likewiſe he tells Moſes, Seeing I 


have ſeen the affliction of my people which are in 


Egypt. * The Pfalmiſt therefore by ſaying, 


Chaſtening the Lord hath chaſtened me, means 
that the Lord had laid him under a very ſore 
and grievous Chaſtiſement. 

Bu rr he hath not given me over unto death. 
Though the Lord had brought him into ſo 
great Trouble and Adverſity, yet he did not 
do it by way of Reprobation, but Correction; 
he did not ſuffer him to be overcome and de- 
ſtroyed; he ſupported and preſerved him in 
the midſt of his Calamity; he conquered 
and ſubdued all his Enemies; he made all 
Oppoſ:tion to ceaſe, and all his Dangers to 
flee before him. 

Fo theſe Reaſons the holy Pſalmiſt cries 
out, as it were, in an Extaſy of Joy, Open 


to me the gates of righteouſneſs: I will go into 


them, and I will praiſe the Lord. By the 
gates of righteouſneſs are meant, as appears 
from the following Verſe, the Gates of the 
Tabernacle, or the Houſe of God; and they 
are here called, the Gates of Righteouſneſs, 
either becauſe the Righteous enter therein, or 
becauſe by entering therein Men become 
righteous ; or rather, becauſe the righteous

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Lord does, in a more eſpecial manner, dwell 
and delight to be worſhipped therein. 
Tux Reaſon why the Pſalmiſt defired to 
have the Gates of Righteouſneſs opened, and 
to enter therein, was, that he might praiſe 
the Lord; that is, that in that Place where 
the Lord God did chuſe, out of all their 
Tribes, to put his Name there, he might, in 
the moſt publick, ſolemn and acceptable 
Manner, return his moſt devout Thanks and 
Praiſes unto God, for that wonderful and 
gracious Deliverance which the Lord had 
wrought for him. 

As to the Words which follow, This is the 
gate of the Lord, into which the righteous ſhall 


enter; it is to be obſerved, that Interpreters 


have looked upon this Pſalm as compoſed for 
different Perſons, ſpeaking to, and anſwer- 
ing each other with a ſuitable Variety of 
Parts. If therefore we ſuppoſe David, or 
whoever elſe was the Author of this Pſalm, 
coming to the Gate of the Court of the Ta- 


bernacle, and ſaying, Open to me the gates of 


righteouſneſs : I will go into them, and I will 
praiſe the Lord ; how natural and elegant will 
the Anſwer be in the following Words: if 
{uppoſed to be uttered by the Prieſts and Le- 
vites that waited for this Proceſſion at the 
Door of the Court of the Tabernacle, This 
rs the gate of the Lord into which the righteous 
ſhall enter. That is, Do you ſeek to have 
the Gates of A n opened, and to 

enter

enter therein? This is the Gate of the Lord's 
Houſe, this is the Court of Audience to the 
King of Heaven, this is the Houſe of Prayer 
to all People: Come, ye Righteous, enter 
herein, and render your Praiſes and Thankſ- 
givings in the moſt acceptable manner to the 
Throne of Grace. 

HavinG thus endeavour'd to ſet the 
Words of my Text in a true Light, and to 
give you the Senſe and Meaning of them; 
the preſent Occaſion will naturally lead you 
to the Deſign and Intent with which I choſe 
them. | 

WHEN we call to mind the diſmal Cala- 
mity that a few Years ſince befel us; when 
we conſider how unexpectedly it aroſe, how 
faſt it gathered Strength, with what Progreſs 
it advanced, and what Deſolation it carried 
along with it; how in a few Hours Space ir 
deſtroyed our Wealth and Poſſeſſions, and the 
Means and Effects of our Induſtry : When 
we remember the ſudden Alteration that one 
Night made in the Condition and Fortunes 
of our Neighbours and Friends, driving out 
many of them naked and deſtitute, depri- 
ving them in an Inſtant of their Habitations 
and Employments, and leaving them utterly 
at a loſs ro know how to provide for their 
daily Neceſſities, or where to lay their Heads: 
More eſpecially when we conſider the Deſo- 
lation and Deſtruction that at the ſame time, 
and by the ſame Means, befel the Houſe of 


God;

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God; that at that very Juncture, when we 
ſtood moſt in need of aſſembling ourſelves to- 
gether, and of confeſſing and bewailing our 
Iniquities, and of vowing a better Obedience 
for the time to come, and of hearing God 
ſpeak to us in his Word, and by his Miniſters; 
that at that very Juncture, I ſay, we were 
deprived of theſe external Means both of Re- 
pentance and Conſolation : When we remem- 
ber and conſider theſe things, how juſtly may 
we apply to ourſelves the Words of the 
Pſalmiſt, In chaſtening the Lord hath chaſtened 
me; or, the Lord hath chaſtened me ſore. 

Bu r then the Words which follow are no 
leſs applicable to our State and Condition 
than the former; and we can with equal 
Juſtice and Propriety ſay, But he hath not 

ven me over unto death. We can truly ſay, 
that he hath not dealt with us after our Sins, 
nor rewarded us according to our Iniquities; 
that he hath corrected us, but not in his 
Anger, ſince in the midſt of judgment he 
hath remember'd Mercy. Though the Flames 
were fierce and dreadful, yet he did not over- 
throw us, as he did the Cities of Sodom and 
Gomorrah, nor make us a ſtanding Memorial 
of his Wrath to all ſucceeding Ages: Bur, as 
a moſt tender and compaſſionate Father, he 
had mercy on us; and as ſoon as he ſaw our 
Adverſity, he was moved to pity and com- 


miſerate our Diſtreſs. Many were the Hearts 


and Hands that he then opened ; many and 
gracious 


—— — vqVvw— — 
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gracious were the refreſhing Showers that he 
then poured down upon our Heads; and by 
the ſpeedy and liberal Contributions that were 
then raiſed, were the immediate and urgent 
Neceſlities of many poor Sufterers ſupplied, 
and they in a great meaſure preſerved from 
Hunger, Cold and Nakedneſs, Evils which 
after ſo deplorable a Calamity ſeemed almoſt 
unavoidable. Perſons of the higheſt Rank, 
and in the moſt -eminent Stations, did not 
think it beneath their Dignity to take pity of 
us, to beſtow to the Relief of our Neceſſities 
out of their Abundance; and by their Exam- 
ple, Authority and Intereſt, to excite and, 
promote the like generous Diſpoſitions in 
others. And what greater Comfort or Con- 
ſolation under ſo ſore a Calamity could we 
with for or defire, than to have our preſent 
moſt Gracious Sovereign, and his Illuſtrious 
Conſort, touch'd with a lively Senſe of our 
Miſeries and Misfortunes, and their Hearts 
overflowing in Streams of Pity and Compal- 
ſion, of Bounty and Liberality towards us; 
thereby ſatisfying the empty Soul, and filling 
the hungry Soul with Goodneſs ; and in their 
Perſons veritying what the Prophet {/azab 
had long before uttered concerning the Church 
in its moſt flouriſhing Eſtate, Kings ſhall be 
thy nurſing Fathers, and Queens thy murfing 
Mothers.

and the Queen 5001. to be diſtributed by the Direftion of 
his Grace the Duke if Dorſet, 
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Ir is little more than five Years ſince this 
ſore Calamity befel us; and behold, the Lord 
hath turned again the Captivity of our Zion; 
behold, it is riſen again out of its Ruins 
with new Life and Beauty, the Streets are 
again fill'd with Inhabitants, and the very 
Marks of Deſolation which the Flames 
lefr behind are now almoſt vaniſhed and 
gone. 

AND that which to us appeared the great- 
eſt and the moſt irrecoverable Loſs, what we 
lamented as the moſt deſperate Calamity, is 
now, beyond the utmoſt of our Expectati- 
ons, reſtored to us; and this Houſe of God 
(which till of late remained as a ſad Witneſs 
and laſting Monument of that Night's De- 
ſtruction) is now raiſed up again; it is raiſed 
up again, not as the latter Temple of the Teus, 
inferior in Glory to the former Temple, but 
with a far ſuperior Degree of Strength and 
Ornament. 

WHEN we conſider the Diſcouragements 
with which this great Work was at firſt un- 
dertaken, the Diſappointments it met with, 
the Oppoſition that was raiſed againſt it, the 
Delays it underwent, the Dangers to which 
it was expoſed, and the Pains and Difficulty 
with which the Decree was at laſt obtained, 
we mult, in the Words of the Pſalmiſt, be 
forced to acknowledge, that his ig the Lord's 
doing, and it is marvellous in our eyes.

SINCE therefore God, though he hath. 
chaſtened us fore, yet he bath not given us over 
unto death; how naturally ſhould theſe things 
lead us to the following Part of my Text, 
and make us ſay with the Pſalmiſt, Open 70 
me the gates of righteouſneſs: I will go into 
them, and I will praiſe the Lord. For if God 
be to be honoured by us in all our Actions; 
if it be our Duty in every thing to give 
thanks, how much more is he to be lionoured 
by us; how much greater Obligations are we 
under to render our Thanks unto him, upon 
our receiving ſuch great Mercies, and upon 
ſuch ſignal Interpoſitions of Providence on 
our behalf? How indiſpenſibly are we obliged 
to praiſe and magnify his Name, and to ſhew 
forth and proclaim his Glory, by the moſt 
lively Acknowledgments, by the higheft Ex- 
protons of Gratitude, and the moſt publick 

raiſes and Thankſgivings? For Bleſſings, 
eſpecially publick Bleſſings, call for publick 
Acknowledgments ; they call for ſuch Ex- 
preſſions and Declarations of Gratitude and 
Praiſe, as bear ſome Proportion to the Bleſ- 
ſing itſelf; as are able to inform and con- 
vince the World of our being duly ſenſible, 
both of the Value of the Bleſſing itſelf, and 
of the Hand from which we received it. 
All the Return that we weak and dependant 
Creatures are able to make to the Supreme 
Lord and Diſpoſer of all things, is Grati- 
tude; and therefore, as it is our All, ſo we 
_—Y _ ought 
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ought, to offer it up in the moſt ſincere, in 
the moſt publick, and in the moſt acceptable 
Manner; eſpecially if we conſider, that when 
this Duty is performed with a truly ſincere 
Mind and devout Affection, it is in the Sight 
of God of great Price. „ 
Wurm Noah came out of the Ark, and 
in a grateful Senſe of that wonderful Care 
and Protection of the Divine Providence, 
by which he and his Family were preſerved 
from Deſtruction, built an Altar unto the 
Lord, and offered Burnt-offerings on the Al- 
tat, we read, that the Lord ſmelled a feet ſa- 
vour, and ſaid, I will not curſe the ground any 
more for man's ſake ; neither will I again ſmite 
any more every thing living as I have done. 
 Wauar /hall I render, faith the holy Pſal- 
miſt, unto the Lord for all his benefits towards 
me? I will take the cup of ſalvation, and call 
upon the name of the Lord - - - T will offer to 
thee the ſacrifice of thankſgiving, and will call 
upon the name of the Lord: I will pay my vows 
unto the Lord, now in the preſence of all his 
People, in the courts of the Lord's houſe, in the 
midſt of thee, O Feruſalem : Praiſe the Lord. 
And again, I ui praiſe the name of the Lord 
with a ſong, and will magnify bim with thankſ- 
577% : this ſhall Pea the Lord better than a

- AND what is {till a farther Motive and In- 
ducement to us to enter herein, and 70 praiſe 
the Lord, is, that this Houſe of God, this

Gate of Heaven, is itſelf ſo great an Inſtance 
of the Divine Goodneſs and Compaſſion. 
Where therefore can the Righteous more pro- 
perly enter and praiſe the Lord, than in that 
very Place, which, beſides the End for which 
it was intended, carries along with it fo ſtrong 
and lively an Argument of the Mercy and 
Goodneſs of God towards us, of which ſhould 
we in this Place be filent, the very Stones 
would immediately cry out againſt us ? 

Wren David brought up the Ark of God 
out of the Houſe of Obed-edom, and fixed it 
at Jeruſalem, then on that Day he delivered 
a Pſalm, to thank the Lord, into the Hand of 
Aſaph and his Brethren ; in which he exhorts 
the People, to give thanks unto the Lord, and 
to call upon bis name; to make known his deeds 
among the people; to ſing unto him; to ing 
palms unto bim; to talk of all his wondrous, 
works ;, to glory in his name, and to let the heart 
of them rejoice that ſeek the Lord; to ſeek the 
Lord and his ſtrength ; to ſeek his face conti- 


nually; to remember his marvellous works that 


he hath done, his wonders, and the judgments of 
his mouth. When the Prieſts and Levites 
brought up the Ark of the Covenant of the 
Lord into the Temple that Solomon had built, 
and had placed it in the Oracle of the Houle, 


in the moſt holy Place, then the Trumpeters 


and Singers were as one, making one Sound 

to be heard in praiſing and thanking the Lord, 

ſaying, For be is good, for his mercy endureth

for ever. ve LET 
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LET us therefore ſay with the Pſalmiſt, 
O give thanks unto the Lord, for be ts good, be- 
. cauſe bis mercy endureth for ever. Let Iſrael 
now ſay, that his mercy endureth for ever: Let 
the houſe of Aaron now ſay, that his mercy en- 
dureth for ever : Let them now that fear the 
Lord ſay, that his mercy endureth for ever. 

Ayo let not the Righteous only now, but 
for all the ſucceeding Part of their Lives, be 
diligent and conſtant in their entering herein, 
and praiſing God: Let the Senfe they have 
had of the Want of ſo ineſtimable a Privilege, 
make them ſhew a ſtill greater Value and Re- 
gard for it; and now that God has in ſo re- 
markable a manner vouchſafed to draw nigh 
unto -them, let them likewiſe be careful to 
draw nigh unto him: Ler them draw nigh 
unto him by a conſtant and devout Attendance 
on his holy Ordinances, by improving {till 
more and more under theſe Means of Grace, 
by the Purity of their Hearts, and the Holi- 
neſs of their Lives. And let them more eſpe- 
cially beware, how at any time they ſuffer 


the Senſe of theſe manifold and great Mercies 


to depart out of their Hearts all the Days of 
their Life; or how, with the ungrateful I/ 
raelites, they ſoon forget his works; they forget 
God their Saviour, who hath done ſuch great 
things for them: but let the Impreſſion that 
theſe things make, be deep and laſting; let 
them not only remember them themſelves, 
but teach them their ſons, and their ſons ſons.

Lu them be often ſaying to themſelves, 
Bleſs the Lord, O my ſoul, and all that is with- 
in me bleſs his holy name.

AN p as theſe Bleſſings did not proceed im-
